building, and all open work after the 
completion of building, compensation 
of inspector will be based on each 
switch and drop, 
As in a number of instances incom­ 
petent men have wired houses, not un­ 
derstanding electricity or the rules 
and requirements for electrical wire­ 
ing for fire protection, short circuiting 
wires, causing houses to catch fire, 
also grounding wires, causing light­ 
ning to rush into the house, destroy­ 
ing lamps, meters sod causing fire. 
If properly wired lightning will rush 
to the electric plant or lightning ar­ 
restors which will handle it 
without 
damage or inconvenience. 
The grounding and short 
circuts 
cause disastrous results and expense 
to the company. 
Main fuses must be installed 
by 
company men only as there have been 
people who have placed wire, cents 
and other things in place of fuses, 
causing the burning up of fuse block, 
shut down of plant and inconvenience 
to other customers.
